The extraordinary, it might be said 


appalling, prevalence of short-sighted- 
ness among German children 
is again 


made strikingly apparent 
in the (acts 


recently collected by Professor Pfluger. 
Of 45,000 children in schools of all grades 
lately examined more than half were 
found to be suffering from short sight, 
while in some schools the proportion of 
short-sighted was 70.80 per cent.; and in 
one—the Gymnasium, at Heildelberg— 
there was actually not one scholar with 
good sight. 
The number of natural!v 


short-sighted students, on the other hand, 
is only 10 per cent, so by far the greater 
part of the mischief is due to mismanage- 
ment. 
Among the causes of the ovil on 


which Professor Pfluger lays most stress 
are badly lighted schoolrooms, ill-con- 
trived desks and forms, and, above all, 
excess of study and too little exercise. 
In the upper grade schools of Germany, 
where the work is much the heaviest, the 
jroportion of short-sighted students is 
"ar the greatest. It has been said that 
;he almost universal use of eye-glasses by 
German university students was in a 
ueasure due to a silly affectation, and the 
students themselves have acknowledged 
hat this was formerly the fact. 
But by 


this time affectation has doubtless been 
superseded by necessity, for the rapid 
ncrease of the visual defect has been its 
most striking feature. 


Yale College has 1,096 students. Of 


hese 900 are undergraduates : 106 are 
n the theological seminary; thirty are 
n the medical school; eighty-five are in 
he law school; 203 are in the Sheffield 
Scientific School, and 611 in the academy 
lepartment. 


A HALF-DOLLAR WORTH $1,000.—

to be in w r i t i n g ; that at the end of her 
fourth ; ear, or of the completion of any 
of her prescribed courses, the student 
should it-ceive a certificate stating the 
subjects which she h is pursued and with 
vihat suecess. The committee also rec- 
ommcm's that the course of collegiate

all of its accumulated iniquities." But a 
more significant warning was given by a 
Democratic Representative in the Lower 
House of the Illinois Legislature last 
week in the debate on the High License 
bill. He said : "Let me warn the Dem- 
ocratic party that if they shall become the 
pliant instilment cf the liquor league and 
the saloons of this country, defeat awaits 
them and ought to await them. If this 
be treason, make the most of it. Truck- 
ling to tlie whiskey interest of the State 
can insure no permanent success. The 
gains that will be made in certain cities 
by this truckling policy will be offset by 
the Demoraey of the country towns, who 
will not submit to such debasement." 


— Aboir. the lirs,t of this month the 


United States Fish Commission sent a car 
with 'J'Jj.COO salmon fry to the waters of 
the tipper Delaware, and the shipment i 
to he followed by another of the same 
size. 
Professor Baird yitends to test the 


possibility ot'accliniatinc salmon in both 
the Delaware and the Hudson, and wi 
snrid some 300,000 salmon from the Cold 
Spring Hirbor hatchery to the head- 
waters of the latter river in a few days. 
The fish are the Eastern salmon, S. solar, 
the eggs of which came from the salmon 
breeding n orks of the United States Fish 
Commission at Uucksport, Maine. It is 
well known that the rivers of Connecticut 
were the southern limit of the salmon at 
the discovery of the country, but is is 
possible that in the Hudson and the Del- 
aware the difficulties in the way of the 
salmon wire merely mechanical. 
The 


fulls on tln.'se rivers presented a bar to 
their ascent to the streams above, which 
contains intact and crustacean life neces- 
sary to the growth of the fry, as well as 
suitable spawning grounds.

dered a very important decision. Per- 
haps no other decision ever given has af- 
fected the value of so large an amount of 
property, or closed the door against so 
many controversies, existing and pros 
pective ; and yet the opinion in the cos 
of Ruggles versus The State of Illinoi 
attracted comparatively little attention 
It is a curious illustration of the mode 
by which a law-abiding people govern 
itself that this case originated iti a con 
troversy about exactly two cents. Ye 
its decision affects the value of stocks am 
bonds representing a nominal value q 
over $5,000,000,000. It determine? tnt 
powers which stockholders have, througl 
their directors, in fixing the rates chargec 
for railwav transportation, and affects the 
measures of security which bondholders 
have through mortgages upon railway 
property. 
And yet the question was 


whether Morgan A. Lewis, who offered 
to pay 18 cents for a ride of six miles on 
the Chicago, Burlington 
arid Quincy 


Railroad, could properly be ejected be- 
cause he would not pay 20 cents. 
The 


State law fixed three cents mile as a 
maximum fare. 
The railroad fixed 20 


cents as the fare for the six miles in dis- 
pute, and maintained that the State law 
was unconstitutional and void because in- 
fringing contracts created by the original 
charters of the company. Thus it came 
to pass that a controversy about two cents 
settles the construction of hundreds of 
railway charters. 


The Court holds that no grant of im- 


munity from 
legitimate governmental 


control can be presumed ; that a State 
may limit the charges for freight and 
fares unless there is dTpress contract in 
the charter ; that there was no such con- 
tract in the charter in question, which 
gave power to directors "to establish such 
rates or tolls for the conveyance of per- 
sons or property as they shall from time 
to time by their by-laws determine;" 
that this grant must be construed as sub- 
ject to the laws enacted by the State ; 
and that the legislative power to regulate 
the charges of carriers having been estab- 
lished and exercised, the charter must be 
construed in the light of that established 
power. 
Chief Justice Waite delivered 


the opinion, from which Justice Harlan 
dissented, though he concurred in the 
judgment. 


A very liirpe number of railroad char- 


ters contain no more definite grant of 
power to fix rates than is embraced in 
the clause above quoted. 
Others there 


are which provide that the directors may 
fix charges not exceeding a specified sum 
per mile, but it may be doubted whether 
the reasoning of the Court does not cover 
these charters also. 
For the greater in- 


cludes the less ; 
if a grant to fix rates 


without limit must bo construed as sub- 
ject 10 State regulation, much more a 
grant to fix rates within certain limi-s 
may be held equally subject to State en- 
actments. 
It is not easy to name a fort 


of grant which, under the opinion jus 
quoted, would be held to create an ex 
press compact not subject to State rer>u 
lation. 
At all events, the grants that^d 


not come under this decision, if any thert 
be from State authority, must beconipar 
atively very few in number. Virtually i 
is affirmed that, as to nearly all railroads 
the States can fix rates at their pleasure 
llns, it is true, is not exactly a new doc- 
trine. 
It is the only legitimate conclu- 


sion to be drawn from the positions taket 
by the Court in the Granger cases. If 
the sovereign power to regulate exists, it 
must in trutli be conceded that a surren- 
der of that power cannot be presumed 
from any form of words not embracing 
an express and positive compact. 
= 


Nevertheless, it had been the belief of 


many railroad companies and of their 
legal advisers that grants of Do«'°r ouol, 
as the one above quoted would exempt a 
company ft-oni subjection to State refla- 
tion. 
The belief, it appears, the Court 


does not sustain. 
To many the decision 


will seern strange 
and extraordinary. 


But this a law-abiding country, and the 
law as laid down by the Supreme Court 
will be respected and obeyed. 
In the 


building of railroads hereafter, and in the 
purchase or holding of securities already 
existing, everybody will now understand 
that the State can regulate rates if it 
pleases, and as it pleases. 


^ Practically this is no new thing. 
The 


States have been exercising that power. 
The companies, while protesting and re- 
sorting to litigation, have obeyed the laws 
enacted. 
Hence the decision does not 


change the status of any comapny, except 
as it sweeps away a hope by many enter- 
tained that the State laws would eventu- 
ally be held void as respects companies 
acting Binder certain charters. 
If the 


companies have been able to exist and 
prosper hitherto, they will not he the less 
ible because of a decision which contin- 
ics the existing conditions. But the law 
mrl dSwr> will givo many companies a new 
Conception of their relations to the State 
jovernments, and ought to give to intel- 
igent voters a new sense to their vast 
esponsibility.— Tribune.

A pearl fishery of great promise was 


some time back, reported in the Uulf of 
Mexico. 
During this winter fishermen 


prospectors have found some pearls of 
great value among not a few smaller 
gems. 
The first was taken from the shell 


of a pearl oyster in December last, 1882. 
It is believed to bo the largest on record. 
It weighs seventy-five carats. A jeweler 
offered $14,000, which was accepted. 
That sum is very far below its real value. 
Another of forty-seven carats is since 
found, perfect in form and finely tinted. 
It is \.ilucd on tho spot at 83000. A 
third pearl of forty carats, 
yet more 


beautiful, was exhibited at La ]'az, where 
$300i' was bid. This success of the first 
serious exploitation is justly regarded as 
evidence of extensive deposits of pearl- 
bearing oysters, and great excitement 
pervades all the fishermen in that Gulf.
